Bishop voices case against beach nudity 


Southern Cross Reporter 


As the San Diego county 
supervisors prepared to de- 
bate the question of ‘‘swim- 
suit optional’’ beaches, Bish- 
op Leo T. Maher called on 
them to reject any such 
proposal. 


In a statement Nov. 3 the 
bishop said: 

“OPEN-MINDED people 
agree that it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to legislate pub- 
lic morality. But all legisla- 
tion reflects values, and 
human behavior is regulated 


by laws for the common 


good. We are not a valueless 
society! Churches are a key 
factor in the articulation of 
such values. 


“As Bishop of San Diego, 
it is my responsibility to 
provide leadership to the 
Catholic population of the 
county, and I must express 
concern when concrete moral 
issues arise in the commun- 
ity. 

“‘The Catholic Church has 
always promoted the virtue 
of modesty and been opposed 
to public nudity as destruc- 


tive of morality. 


‘FOR THAT reason, ear- 
lier this year I indicated my 
opposition to the establish- 
ment of swimsuit optional 
areas on city beaches and for 
that same reason, I would 
strongly urge the County 
Board of Supervisors not to 
duplicate the City Council’s 
unfortunate experiment. 


“The repercussions from 
that experiment continue to 
be seen in increasing pro- 
miscuity and disorderly con- 
duct* in the Black’s Beach 
area caused in large measure 


Stewardship 715 ending, 
looking ‘very, very good’

The diocese is getting 
ready to close the books of 
Stewardship ’75, ‘‘and fig- 
ures from the campaign look 
very, very good,’’ according 
to Bill Standing, diocesan 
development director. 


“As of Oct. 30,”’ he said, 
$1,814,132 of the pledges 
made by Catholics through- 
out the diocese had been 
collected. That is 90.7 per 
cent of the drive’s $2 million 
goal, and 81.2 per cent of 
the $2,231,621 actually 
pledged.’’ 


STANDING said the final 
billing for Stewardship °75 
will go out Dec. 1, and ‘‘we 
expect to collect another nine 
per cent of the money 
pledged.”’

collection. Parishes shared 
with the diocese on a 50 per 


_ cent basis, and parishes with 


debts or building funds were 
allowed to keep all funds 
they collected over their 
goals. 


Standing — reports that 
$944,855 has been rebated to 
the parishes to date. ‘‘As a 
matter of fact, the parishes 
have gotten back $75,578 
more than the diocese has 
kept,” he said. 


FROM ALL standpoints, 


as. 


he feels, Stewardship ’75 has 
been the most. successful 
campaign since the-first one 
in 1972, ‘‘and next year’s 
drive will be only. slightly 
different from this -year’s,’”’ 
he said. 


He announced that Bishop 
Leo T. Maher has~ named 
Msgr. Donald Doxie, pastor 
of St. Brigid’s parish, Pacific 
Beach to be clergy moderator 
for Stewardship °76 which 
will begin the middle of next 
January. 


Standing explained that 
next year each parish will be 
assigned a Stewardship goal, 
“but the- plan has been 
altered to allow the diocese 
to keep the first 50 per cent 
of the collection.”’ 


THE CHANGE was neces- 


sary, he said, because the — 
iocese committed $1 million _

collection to support CCD, 
‘Catholic Community Serv-

ices, the diocesan seminary, 
Catholic high schools and the 
priests retirement program. 


“Because the diocese has~ 
returned more than half of 
the collection to the parishes, 
the bishop has had to use 
more than $130,000 from the 
general diocesan funds to 
meet the Stewardship fund- 
ing commitments,”’ Standing 
said. ‘‘Changing the plan 
slightly will eliminate that 
problem.”’ 


But he emphasized that 


next year’s Stewardship goal 
will again be $2 million and 
that the diocese still hopes to 
rebate $1 million to the 
parishes. ‘‘If every parish 
meets its goal,’’ Standing 
said, “‘the program won’t 
change at all.’’ 


He also said he has been 
working on revising individ- 
ual parish Stewardship goals. 
“Some will be raised and 
others will be lowered. We 
are trying to insure that all 
the parishes have fair goals.”’

Her Holy Land start to big business

With a pilgtim’s love of the Holy Land?'a deep appreciation 
for the Christian art objects produced there and not a little 
vision, Miss Patricia Stiles has come almost literally from 
rage to riches “‘without consciously trying’ to amass a 


fortune. 


She started the San Diego-based Bethlehem Imports in 
1967 with ‘*$500 and a pup tent’’ with the idea of “importing 
carved olive wood Christian art from the Holy Land and 
popularizing it in this country to serve God and make a 


living.” 


TODAY THAT BUSINESS grosses more than a million 
dollars annually and she estimates her personal net worth ‘“‘at 


something near $500,000.’’ 


A convert, Miss Stiles entered the Church in 1963 and, 


using an inheritance, went on a 


pilgrimage to the holy places 


and shrines of Europe. While in Europe, she decided to buy a

tour arriving in Bethlehem 


“about the same time as Pope Paul did.”’

“I fell in love with the Holy Land, staying on for several 
months. I decided to stay and open a small hotel and invested 
my last few thousand dollars,’’ Miss Stiles said. . 

“BUT I COULDN’T GET a resident visa because the 
government discouraged foreign control of business and I had 
to leave the country, which was then Jordan,’’ before the 
Arab-Israeli war which moved the border. 


She returned to the U.S. and settled in San Diego taking a 
job with KFMB radio. But thoughts of the Holy Land never 
left her. 


“Then with some samples of camels, rosaries, Stars of 
David, crosses and nativity sets carved of Holy Land olive 
wood. I began traveling to hospital gift shops and other small 
outlets to solicit orders,’’ Miss Stiles said. 


“T even visited all 21 California missions to take orders for 
their gift shops. When I was traveling I slept in a pup tent to 
save the price of motels.’’ 


HER EFFORTS PAID OFF with several small orders and 
she sent to Israel for $200 worth of merchandise. “That was 
slightly traumatic,” Miss Stiles said, ‘‘but it seems so little 
now that we send out single orders for more than $20,000 
worth of goods.’’ 


In 1969, with $500, she opened a small warehouse in Pacific 
Beach and a short time later moved to Old Town where she 
opened a retail store and continued to build up her wholesale 
business. 


Her retail store, Bethlehem Arts and Crafts, still operates 
in the Old Town location, but her wholesale operation has 
been moved to quarters at Cushman Place, just below the hill 
from University of San Diego and the Immaculata Chapel 
where she is a parishioner. 


“ABOUT SIX YEARS AGO the crafts boom hit this country 
and people began stringing beads and I started importing 
them, first from the Holy Land, and then from several other 
parts of the world. : 


“We couldn’t keep up with the demand for beads, we sold 
billions and billions of them and our business really began to 
take off. We expanded into other crafts by wholesaling jute 
for macrame and jewelry making kits,’’ Miss Stiles said. 


From her meager start as a one-woman operation, today 
Miss Stiles employs more than 60 people and the number is 
growing constantly. And she realizes that it took the help of 
her long-time employes to get her where she is today. 


“BY WAY OF GRATITUDE for their help and loyalty I am 
taking them and their spouses on a Christmas pilgrimage to 
the Holy Land so they can see the beauty there that inspired 
this business.”’ 


Though Miss Stiles is amazed at her success, she is not 
overwhelmed by it, attributing her good fortune to God’s 
grace. ‘‘And the very least I can do in return is share his 
bounty,’’ she explained, whichis the reason she donates $500 
every month to the missions. 


Sitting in her office surrounded by olive wood Christian art 
and flanked by an Israeli travel poster and a painting of the 
Sacred Heart, to which she has a particular devotion, Miss 


Stiles reflected on Bethlehem Imports and the last eight

Most important vocation in the Church 


The vocation of the Catholic press is ‘‘probably 
the most important in the Church today’’ because it 
is ‘‘the vocation of bridge that helps both so-called 
liberals and so-called conservatives to realize the 
unity of their Christian faith.’’ These words come 
not from a Catholic newspaper editor, but from 
theology professor Jesuit Father H. James 
Yamauchi, of Spring Hill College, Mobile, Ala. 


Speaking to the Catholic Press Association’s 
regional meeting there, he said: ‘‘Your job is to 
keep the faithful aware of what’s going on. You 
must prepare the faithful for future changes. We’ve 
only seen the tip of the iceberg as far as changes in 
the Church. More dramatic changes will come.’’ 


All over the country we of the Catholic press are 
meeting in annual regional conventions, and those 
of us from SC met with our confreres from the 
Western region in Los Angeles last week. Father 
Jeremy Harrington, OFM, current president of the 
CPA, and editor of St. Anthony Messenger, said 
that Catholic newspapers and magazines are not 
reaching the majority of Catholics because they are 
not promoted by the priests and laity. ‘’The 
Catholic press is largely taken for granted, and 
promoting it is seen by clergy and laity not as their 
responsibility but as someone else’s.’’ 


TV priest from diocese 


Those who watched the story of Father William 
Wasson on CBS a couple of Sundays ago, will 
remember his dedication to work among the 
Mexican orphans and how he built up a home for 
hundreds of them over the years. Father Wasson 
spent most of his seminary years in our own 
diocesan seminary, when it was at El Cajon, and 
was headed towards becoming a diocesan priest 
here, except that his own bishop (he came from 
another state) would not release him. 


So before he completed his theology at El Cajon 
he left and, as was shown in the CBS film, made 
arrangements with the bishop of Mexico to help 
with the orphans. After his ordination in Mexico, 
that became his life’s work. | understand actor John 
Wayne has taken a particular interest in Father 
Wasson’s wonderful work, and has given. much 
support. ; 


Mission. responsibility 


It is illuminating to read through the annual 


Mission Sunday supplement we published Oct: 16 
and to see where the financial support comes 
from—and where it doesn’t. Can we really believe 
that nobody gave even a dime at some parishes and 
others were below $10 for the year? And what about 
three high schools who raised nothing and one gave 
the magnificent sum of 59 cents? 


All of us appreciate that some parishes are very 
poor, that the people are poor and have barely 
enough for themselves: But nothing? Surely there 
is an inescapable obligation to contribute to the 
evangelization of the Universal Church through the 
work of the missions. Remember the widow’s mite? 


And these school collections for the Pontifical 
Holy Childhood, listed in the supplement: Is it not 
part of our training of children to teach them to be 
generous? Even if each child only sacrificed the 
price of a coke some of the collections would have 


been greater. The supplement is worth pulling out 
from your newspaper rack and studying. 


Religion and Lebanon 


There is little doubt that the tragedy of virtual 
civil war in Lebanon stems to some extent from 
religious rivalry. The country, which lies north of 
Israel and Syria, has developed over the past 34 
years since independence on a political system 
based on religious numerical strength. There was, 
it seemed, a reasonable balance between Christians 
and Moslems among the. Lebanese, and by 
constitutional convention the parliamentary power 
was distributed according ‘to religious belief. 


The president has always been a Maronite 
Christian, the prime minister a Sunni Moslem and 
the speaker -of the Parliament a Shi-ite Moslem. 
However, the growing strength of Moslems and the 
political aspirations of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization have unbalanced the religious scales, 
leading to arguments in favor of changing the 
power structure allocations. 


Pharisees have nothing on us 

The confusion over the Saturday holy day of 
obligation like last Saturday—for All Saints—and 
the legality of otherwise of fulfilling the Saturday 
and Sunday obligation at the Saturday evening 
Mass still leaves many people puzzled.

The vigil Mass for All Saints was 
celebrated on the Friday evening in churches where 
they anticipated the feast.

However, | must say | was disappointed that a 
well-known Catholic, Maureen O’Connor, San 
Diego councilwoman, finds no moral issue involved 
in Black’s Beach and is only concerned with 
facilities and overcrowding. If our Catholic 
members of city councils do not speak to moral 
issues, who will? 


In defense of daydreaming... 


We were talking...about the_ ill- 
repute’ suffered. by that pleasant 
exercise of the mind we call day 
dreaming, and wondering if this is not 
another example of the many injus- 
tices in this world! 


| have often wondered whether fear 
of some unseen power of the mind—or 


over the mind—is what prompts 


teachers and parents to scold their 
children for ‘‘day dreaming,’’ or 
whether it is simply that they identify 
it as truancy. 


IT MAY, of course, be merely an 
attempt to escape reality. It may also 
be a venture into deeper reality. As an 
incorrigible day dreamer, | hold that 
this is a time when the mind breaks 
from the bounds of acquired knowl- 
edge and conventional expectations, 
to trespass unexplored areas of 
possibility and open the mind to new 
knowledge. 


When day dreaming results in 
positive and productive action, we call 
it vision or inspiration and deem it 
admirable and to be emulated. When 
it.frees.the darkness and irrationality 


of our minds or exposes a latent 
lethargy, we call it sickness. 


Knowledge and imagination are the 
stuff of day dreams. We build on what 
we know and tilt at the frontiers of 
possibility. The fantastic projections 
of H.G. Wells, or Da Vinci and 
Michelangelo which, in hindsight may 


seem marks of genius, were once only © 


day dreams. 


WE NEED TIMES of rest and quiet 
to unhinge the mind before imagina- 
tion can grasp the knowledge and run 
riot. ‘‘The ripest thought comes from 
a mind which is not always on the 
stretch, but fed, at times, by a wise 
passiveness,’’ William Matthews, the 
19th century American author once 
wrote. 

We are not all wise, of course, but 
even the most foolish of us may 
stumble upon wisdom in our dream- 
ing. We can learn a great deal about 
ourselves and our reactions, for 
instance. Or we can discover element- 
al truths which elude us in more 
rational moments. 


A few moments’ idle dreaming 


before a boiling kettle brought into 
realization the power of steam; quiet 
minutes gazing into a cozy fire may 
bring us to some a new appreciation of 
color and movement; and often our 
dreaming may carry us far beyond 
ourselves. 


1 REMEMBER one morning as 
| sat watching the sunrise over the 
city, that a new and exciting 
awareness of the meaning of the 
Trinity suddenly leaped into my idle 
dreaming mind. What had, at most, 
been an intellectual definition, be- 
came, between one moment and the 
next, a blinding experience of truth. 


On a personal level, by relaxing our 
emotional attitudes and allowing 


fantasy to carry them to extremes, we | 


may exaggerate infantile resentments 
or overreactions to the point where 
they become monstrous or ridiculous 
and easier to discard. At least, they 
should be easier to recognize! 


Then, too, there are pleasant 
excursions of imagination that do little 
more than entertain. How many books 


of adventure or romance are written in 


our minds, which never see print 
How many great accomplishments 
may we enjoy to which we might never 


aspire? How many houses are built’ 


whose foundations will never by dug; 
or journeys completed that will never 
start? 


AND WHO IS to define the line 
between day dreaming and_ true 
experience? If our day dreaming takes 
us to the shores of Galilee to hear the 
teaching of a man in a little boat 
offshore, who can say that we have not 
met Jesus? 


If our day dreaming lifts us to a 
plane where we walk with God, who- 
can be sure that we have not briefly 
known true union with the divine? 


There is a time for all things, and | 
would make a plea for time to day 
dream—a time when we may let our 


minds freewheel and go adventuring | 


to places they have not gone before, to 
meet people and things they have not 
met before, and accomplish feats 


beyond our capacity. Time to shake off... 


our timidity and—in our dreaming—_ 
reach out to touch the face of God!

Unwed mother help needed 


The Pomona Valley/West End Right to 
Lifeline would like to express its great need 
for available Catholic social services for 
unwed mothers in the Chino, Ontario and 
Upland area. 


We have a substantial number of Lifeline 
listeners, and receive many calls for 
assistance, which we handle with no 
difficulty if they reside in the Pomona area, 
which is in the Los Angeles archdiocese. 


The problem comes when we have a girl 
call who is not committed to saving her baby, 
but is searching for answers and resides in 
our diocese. 


When we began in 1973, we received 
much assistance from San Bernardino 
Catholic Social Services, but their assistance 
seems to be directed to other problems than 
unwed mothers, and they are no longer used 
as a resource: 


_ That leaves us with resources as follows: 
A Protestant minister in Riverside who runs 
a home for unwed mothers, a pregnancy test 
from St, Bernardine’s Hospital, and one ‘pro 
life worker for the county, who must send 
the girl for an abortion if she asks for one. 


I believe we should do better here and 
have at least a mini-center on one of the 
parish grounds in the local area with a social 
worker available one evening and morning 
each week. Sometimes it is difficult for the 
girl to go long distances for counseling. 
Because we work in two different counties, 
we must have a counselor who can assist the 
girl to get financial help from the county she 
lives in.

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‘Local dioceses meet 
‘Ministry’ eis 
ecumenical talks

Christians were encour- 
aged to “‘loosen ideals from 
their pedestals and loosen 
their minds from their preju- 
dices’’ last week as a 
Catholic priest and an Epis- 
copalian canon explained the 
current situation over mutual 
recognition of Anglican and 
Roman Catholic ministry. 


The audience of nearly 100 
at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
church hall included Bishop 
Leo T. Maher and _ the 
Episcopal Bishop Robert 
Wolterstorff. They heard 
Canon Geddes MacGregor, 
Episcopalian, discuss the 
issue with Jesuit Father 
Herbert Ryan of Loyola- 
Marymount, Los Angeles. 


CANON MacGregor, who 
is retired professor of philos- 
ophy at the University of 
Southern California, called 
for Christians to loosen their 
ideals and prejudices. ‘‘It is 
well to remember the ama- 
zing and wonderful strides 
towards common understan- 
ding and deep friendship 
that have been made.’’ 


Father Ryan said he be- 
lieves the Holy Spirit ‘‘has 
used us despite our separa- 
tion to preach his gospel. 
“Roman Catholics are not 
mad, pharasitic legalists, not 
a spiritual mafia—and all 
Anglicans are not limousine 
liberals,’’ he said. 


He traced the development 
of the ordained ministry 
through its confessional as- 


pects, its special charisms, 
and the extension of the 
ordained priesthood from 
that applicable to all at 
baptism. He also examined 
what is meant by ‘‘apostolic 
ministry’? and some of the 
difficulties over Anglican 
orders from a Catholic point 
of view. 


THE TWO speakers fo- 
cused on the 1973 ‘*Canter- 
bury Statement’’ of the 
Anglican-Roman Catholic In- 
ternational commission 
(ARCIC) which, according to 
Father Ryan, ‘‘expresses in 
patristic language the mean- 
ing of ordained ministry. We 
cannot have mutual recogni- 
tion of the ministry unless we 
know what we are recogni- 
zing.’ 


“The nature of the priest- 
hood requires careful defini- 
tion,’” said Canon MacGre- 
gor. ‘‘It must in some way be 
apostolic and have its lineage 
in the Incarnation.’’ He 
added that “if we really 
believed in the Incarnation 
there would be a lot less 
trouble.’’ 


BOTH SPEAKERS §re- 
marked on the desire of the 
clergy to resolve their differ- 
ences. 

The conference was coor- 
dinated by Msgr. John R. 
Portman, chairman of the 
diocesan ecumenical com- 


mission, and Rev. Kenneth 
Treat, ecumenical officer for 
the Episcopal diocese of San 
Diego.

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The Making of Judah 
God's people become 
as worldly as pagans

Solomon’s son and successor, Rehoboam, 
could have preserved the unity of his realm if 
he had had even a grain of political sense. It 
would not have been easy, but it was within 
his power. Instead, his adolescent arrogance 
infuriated the northern tribes, and drove a 
wedge between them and Judah which was 
never to be withdrawn. 


” The North formed its own kingdom under 
Jeroboam; it was known as the kingdom of 
Israel, or simply Ephraim, after its most 
prominent tribe. The southern Kingdom, 
still centered in Jerusalem, was called the 
kingdom of Judah. 


AS KINGDOMS go, the United Kingdom 
of Israel had been tiny—about the size of 
Vermont—but in its unity it had found 
strength. Now, split into two very unequal 
sections, it was vulnerable from without and 
torn by civil strife within. 


_ The northern kingdom was made up of 10 
tribes and consequently far outstripped 
Judah in extent and population. But its very 
position was a constant danger. 


The Israelites’ most formidable enemies 
usually came from the north, and so the new 
kingdom lay right in the path of savage and 
ambitious foreign armies, armies which 
would make the Philistines of old look like 
wooden soldiers. Internally, Israel lacked 
cohesion. Starting from scratch as it was, it 
had no Stable _dynasty, no religious center, 
“and, for a long time, no capital city worthy of 
the name. © 


THE SOUTHERN iigdoms on the ottier 
hand, enjoyed the advantage of a smoothly 
organized administration. Its compact popu- 
lation lived under a glorious dynasty, the 
house of David, and was grouped about a 
capital which was at one and the same time 
strong and holy: Jerusalem. 


As for external dangers, the kingdom of 
Israel acted as a buffer state between it and 
potential enemies to the north and east. 
Egypt posed somewhat of a threat to the 
south, but not a really serious one, since this 
once mighty power had been on the decline 
for the past three centuries. 


Pharaoh Shishak did plunder the temple 
and royal palace during the reign of 
Rehoboam, but this turned out to be an 
isolated foray. The only grave peril came 
from their own blood brothers, the Israelites 
of the northern kingdom. 


THIS PERIL materialized more than once, 
and the history of the Divided Kingdom was 
a dismal one for the first 50 years of its 


existence. It was a period of instability and 


uneasiness for the North. 

Three out of the five kings who came to 
the throne during this time were victims of 
assassinations engineered by power-greedy 
rivals. Confident of its military superiority,

“the living was easy, 


the North often attacked the South, but 
without ever winning a decisive victory. 
These were dark and shameful days for 
God’s People, these days from 930 to 880. 


A new era dawned in the history of Israel 
and Judah with the reign of Omri (885-874) 
in the North; his predecessor had had a 
startlingly brief reign of just seven days. 
Omri built the find capital city of Samaria, 
beautifully situated in a hill overlooking vast 
stretches of valley. A former army general, 
he realized the futility of the constant attacks 
of Judah. 


FOR ONE thing, he could see Damascus 
looming more and more menacingly on the 
horizon and foresaw the day when Israel and 
Judah would have to put up a united front or 
be swept off the map. To strengthen his 
position still further, he concluded a treaty 
with the king of Tyre and married his son 
Ahab to the Tyrian princess Jezebel. 


This may have been astute foreign policy, 
but it turned out to be a domestic 
catastrophe. For Jezebel was an idolatrous 
pagan and managed to act the part very 
convincingly later on. 


The fruit of this unholy union, Athaliah by 
name, was then given in marriage to 


Jehoram, king of Judah. This move drew © 


still tighter the bonds between north and 
south and the civil war was a thing of the 
past. The resultant peace DesHent increased 
prosperity. 

_ THE ECONOMIC situation was sound the 
at least for the 
privileged and moneyed classes. But the 
later lived luxuriously and scandalously, and 
not the least scandalous aspect of their 
behavior was the way they flouted 
elementary social justice and ground the 
poor under heel. 


In a word, God’s own people were 
becoming as worldly and vicious as the 
pagans whose civilization they were trying 
so earnestly to ape. Commercial and social 
relations with foreigners were becoming 
commonplace, and along with the latters’ 
merchandise and women came the false 
gods which should have been an abomina- 
tion to the worshipers of the one true God. 


This situation continued, with complicated 
variations, until the days of bloody anarchy 
which preceded the invasion of the 
Assyrians and the annihilation of the 
kingdom of Israel in 722. 


In the southern kingdom of Judah the 
picture was pretty much the same; a 
different cast of characters, but just about 
the same plot. In spite of the efforts of good 
kings like Hezekiah and Josiah and the 
preaching of great prophets like Isaiah and 
Jeremiah, the people went on to destruction 
and exile. The Babylonians sacked Jerusa- 
lem in 587 and the south, too, was lost, at 
least for several decades—but that is 
another story.

The Ageless Question 


in Faith) Do our cities really 


corrupt our integrity? 


By Mary E. Maher 


One of mankind’s longest struggles has” 


been that between the city and the country 
styles of living. Thoreau was not an 
innovator of this theme. It reaches back to 
Cain and Abel, and farther, to touch the 
ageless question: Does city ‘‘gathering’’ 
bring people into a setting which corrupts 
their integrity? Does rural life not offer a 
cleaner but less cultured type of existence? 


Yet, how can man but advance save by 
joining with others in larger unity of 
civilization, cities? In times of meeting 
crises, people have either gone to cities for 
support or have left them for areas of less 
human congestion. 


FORTUNATELY, Scripture does not offer 
any answer to the question. For surely both 
Styles of living, urban and rural, are 
acceptable to man’s spirit. The kingdom of 
God is called ‘‘a city”” and yet shepherds and 
natural country imagery abound in Scrip- 
ture; seed and soil and birds of the air. 


The time of the Northern and Southern 
Kingdom witnessed this dialectic: should 
God’s Kingdom be established in city terms? 
Did God not want a nomadic people instead 
of a people who had settled into urban life? 
Had Abel, symbolic of simpler life, not been 
killed by Cain, who represented a more 
urban (if one could use the word in reference 
to that time) life? 


The questions were around then, as now. 
Some believed that God wished His people 
to be in pilgrimage, that the Ark of the 
Covenant was to accompany a wandering 
people. Others saw that.He wished a more 


_ permanent style of. worship: temples, 


buildings. : 
IF WE examine the witness our own 


sustain for long periods of time. 


’. We feel our nature as ‘‘wanderers’’ when 
we lose loved ones or familiar ways of living, 
when mobility takes us far from our root 
territory. We long, too, for what the novelist 
John Updike called ‘‘a little earth to call our 
own.”’ 


We desire to have the security of settling 
into patterns and friendships which will not 
be as Hopkins put in his poem, ‘‘as lanterns 
passing in the night.’’ We long for 
permanence as we long for bread. Like 
characters in Chaucer’s ‘‘Canterbury Tales,”’ 
we don’t mind pilgrimage if loved ones and 
familiar places constantly appear with us. 


THERE IS little likelihood that the human 


' heart will have to make an either/or choice 


on this theme. The history of literature is a 
long parade of the implications of this theme 
in human life. We long for simplicity and yet 
need complexity for our imaginative hopes to 
grow. 


It is very comforting that we need not 
make the choice, that Wisdom literature, 
which arises partially in the matrix of time of 
the two Kingdoms, stresses that wisdom 
comes with facing the full implications that 
this life which is ours is strong and fragile 
both the settling down and for the journey. 

Like all Biblical themes, this one reaffirms 
the inner meaning we find in our own hearts. 
When we touch the healing that faith offers, 
we know that we must keep moving like 
Moses with the staff in his hand. 


WE KNOW, too, that there is permanence 
in moving from the old, the sheltered, the 
tried and the true into the new, the open, the 
unknown and the uncertain. We find a kind 
of peace in the process of our lives as we 


learn that God mainly asks us to be :

Moses walked with kings and never lost 
the common touch. He moved with crowds 
and retained his virtue. Born in the midst of 
a pogrom against Jewish males, he was 
saved by a ruse. Placing him in a small 
wicker boat waterproofed with tar, his 
mother floated this cradle near the, bathing 
site of an Egyptian princess. Probably 
satisfying her longing for a son, the 


well-born lady ignored the law and adopted . 


the baby. 


She trained him ‘‘in the wisdom of the 
Egyptians’ (Acts 7:22). He studied Egypt- 
ian maxims, sun religion, the architectural 
engineering of the temples and pyramids, 
the secrets of magic and the discipline of 
writing both hieroglyphics as well as the 
primitive alphabet used by copper miners in 
the Sinai. 


THIS TRAINING shaped his future 
leadership. At home in palaces, he could 
negotiate with the pharaoh with ease. As a 
cultivated man he knew how to cite Egyptian 
wisdom and match magic skills with the 
court wizards. Later in the Sinai he designed 
the shrine for the Ark of the Covenant and 
initiated the writing of the Torah. 


His real family kept in touch during his 
growing years and nourished his sense of 
Hebrew identity. His conscience was roused 
. by the injustices to his people. One day he 
witnessed the brutalizing of a Hebrew slave. 
He killed the Egyptian and hid the body in 
the sand. When he learned that his deed was 
witnessed, he fled Egypt. 


He journeyed to the oasis of Midian where 
he accepted hospitality from the priest 
Jethro. Eventually Moses married Jethro’s 
daughter, Zipporah, and adapted to the 
quiet life of a shepherd. 


If WAS in this period that God called 
Moses to liberate the Hebrews. God 
delivered the mandate from the burning 
bush. Fully aware of the dangers, Moses 
argued against the possibility. God assured 
Moses it could be done. He would fill the 
heart of Moses with the necessary courage. 


Moses asked the name of God. The Lord 


replied, “‘I am who am.”’ Medieval scholars 
pronounced that name Jehovah. Today’s 
scholars believe it should be pronounced 
Yahweh. Pious Hebrews do not pronounce it 
at all. It is too holy. 


Moses returned to. Egypt and waged a 
battle of nerves with Pharaoh. The 
negotiations occurred in the maelstrom of 
the 10 plagues. During the last one, the 
killing of the first born, Moses instituted the 
Passover in which the future of Israel was 
saved by the blood of the lamb. Pharaoh 
capitulated. Moses led the Hebrews from 
tryanny to freedom across the Red Sea into 
the Sinai. 


THERE GOD guided them as a pillar of 
fire by night and cloud by day. He fed them 
manna and quail to relieve their spartan 
desert diet. Eventually they came to Mount 
Sinai. God called Moses to the summit to 
seal a covenant with Israel. 


God rooted the covenant in a charter of | 


love. He had brought them there on eagle’s 
wings, that is, he liberated them. They knew 
from historical experience about his love. Let 
their moral response, as indicated by the 
ethical principles of the 10 commandments 
and their worshipful commitment to the One 
God, solemnize their side of the covenant. 


God promised Moses the people would 
have a land to live in peace and freedom. 
Moses was never to step on that holy earth, 
but he asked at least to see it before he died. 
“Go up on Mount Nebo, and view the land of 
Canaan which I am giving to the Israelites as 
their possession.’’ (Deuteronomy 32:29) 


THERE MOSES glimpsed the grandeur 
that still thrills travelers today—an expanse 
descending to the Dead Sea up to Bethlehem 
and the towers of Jerusalem. 


Moses’ life as a leader was never easy. He 
faced both the intimidations of the Pharaoh 
and the fears and anxieties of the fledgling 
people he guided. To his credit he rode with 
his vision, trusted in the Lord and lived to 
see his covenant people take shape. 


His old eyes feasted on the Holy Land. 
Soon thereafter he died and was buried in 
Moab. The Bible says the people wept for 30 
days thereafter.

Cuando Omri subio al trono en el norte se 
vio el amanecer de una nueva epoca en la 
historia de Israel y Juda.

What do we mean by ‘extraordinary means’?

In view of the Karen Quinlan case, Jesuit 
Father McCormick, a leading bio-ethician, 
explains in the following article the moral 
issues at stake in ‘‘ordinary’’ and ‘‘extraordin- 
ary means” of sustaining life. He is professor 

- of Christian ethics at the Kennedy Institute 


Center for Bioethics, Georgetown University, 


Washington, D.C. 


The terms ‘‘ordinary means’’ and ‘‘extraordinary 
means’’ as used by moral theologians attempt to 
summarize a basic value judgment on the meaning 
of life and death in Christian perspective. That value 
judgment might be put as follows: 


Life is a basic good (as the condition for all other 
values and goods); but it is not the ultimate or 
absolute good. Similarly death is an evil, but it is not 
an ultimate or absolute evil. For this reason, there is 
a limit on the means that must be used to preserve 
life. If there were no such limit, and we were obliged 
to use all means to sustain life, the meaning of life 
would be distorted and the achievement of higher 
values rendered more difficult. 


THERE ARE TWO elements that traditionally 
functioned in the determination of means as 
ordinary or extraordinary: hardship and hope of 
benefit. 


Thus if certain medical interventions or 
life-supports do not represent an excessive hardship 
to the patient and if they offer him/her reasonable 
hope of benefit, they are said to be ordinary. 
Contrarily, if they are excessively inconvenient or 
offer no reasonable hope of benefit (e.g., they would 
only prolong the dying process), they are said to be 
extraordinary. 


Two things should be noted about this vocabulary 
(ordinary-extraordinary). First, the terms are 
extremely relative. They refer to excessive 
inconvenience, to reasonable hope of benefit. 
Obviously their application can only be made by 
reference to an individual patient and his/her 
circumstances. Secondly, the standard hardships

Church wants to 


There are strong pressures from homosexu- 
al groups for the Church to change its stance 
on homosexuality. This article, by Father 
Richard Mangini, editor of ‘‘The Voice’, 
Oakland, sets out some points of the Church’s 
teaching in answer to ‘‘gay’’ demands.

Pressure is being exerted by gay liberation 
movements, even within the Catholic Church, for 
recognition and acceptance. The decided goal of 
such groups like Dignity is to pressure the Church 
into changing its teaching on homosexuality and to 
open Holy Communion to overt, practicing 
homosexuals. 


Two things must be kept in mind as far as the 
Church is concerned. The practice of homosexuality 
is a sin, and a totally unacceptable use of the sexual 
faculties. 


THIS DOES NOT mean, however, that the Church 
is intransigent, unsympathetic or insensitive to the 
plight and needs of the homosexual who wants to 
remain a Catholic. 


The Church does not approve the discrimination 
and ridicule of the homosexual who discovers his or 
her orientation and attraction for members of the 
same sex. The Church’s record on this matter has 
not always been good, we admit, since history is 
replete with Church and civil laws regarding 
homosexuality as heresy or as cause of earthquakes 
and famine. 


We must admit, even today, that we still hear 
snickers when someone mentions the word gay, or 
when someone gives the appearance of being gay, 
Such attitudes and poking fun are uncharitable— and 
painful to the homosexual. 


HOMOSEXUALITY IS a mystery for which no one 
cause is known. The, bishops’ guidelines, ‘’Princi- 
ples to Guide Confessors in Questions of 
Homosexuality,’” spend three pages listing the 
multiple factors involved in the development of a 
homosexual person. 


What is clear is that we cannot pinpoint precisely 
the decisive factors in the history of any homosexual. 


FOR INSTANCE, one such hardship was expense. 
If the expense of medical treatment would plunge a 
family into destitution, it was regarded as too great a 
price to pay. The patient would not have to use such 
means, though he was free to do so. In 
contemporary times, various agencies (government, 
insurance companies, etc.) are absorbing much of 
the burden of medical: care. 


Something similar can be said of pain and most of 
the other factors that rendered means extraordinary. 
This means that increasingly judgments are made 
with an eye to a single factor: benefit to the patient. 
Will the means used simply prolong dying? Will it 
leave the person alive but-with profound physical or 
mental disturbances? These and similar questions 
function in most decisions about artificial life-sup- 
ports and medical interventions. 


If that is the case, it is clear that the judgment of 
what is ordinary and extraordinary is increasingly 
made in terms of ‘‘quality of life’’ considerations. 
The term ‘‘quality of life’’ is regrettable because it is 
associated .with .a destructive history and some 
rather destructive possibilities. But the idea has 
always functioned in traditional explanations of the 
terms ‘‘ordinary’’ and ‘’extraordinary.’’ 


OUR TASK IN the present (our task as 
community) is to make sure that such ‘‘quality-of- 
life’’ judgments are firmly rooted in and controlled 
by truly Christian perspectives on the meaning of 
life and death. é 


In my. opinion, these perspectives would lead to 
the conclusion that an individual (or if the individual 
is incapable of decision at the time, the individual’s 
family) has no obligation to use. artificial 
life-supports if the only benefit these will provide is 
to continue the individual in an unconscious, 
vegetative state (for example, Karen A. Quinlan). 


Medical technology is so sophisticated now that 
its application can at times be in violation of the 
cardinal rule of medical practice, Primum non 
nocere (First do no harm). When the patient cannot 
possibly benefit from artificial life-supports, their 
continued use is in violation of this rule and is at 
odds with the overall thrust of the value judgment 


that led to the vocabulary of “ordinary’’ and — 
'“extraordinary’’ means. a A RITE. 


It is a disorder, however, despite the stance taken 
by the American Psychiatric Association. The 
dissent to the Association’s position is printed in 
Modern Medicine, Apri] 15, 1975, ‘‘Homosexuality 
is a disorder, not a way of life.’’ 

Doctor Charles W. Socarides and others who 


formed a task force on homosexuality conclude from 
their studies and experience ‘’that homosexuality is 


a disorder of sexual development and does not fall 


within the’ range of normal sexual behavior.’’ 


IN LIGHT OF ALL that has been written, we feel it 
is important to make the following points:

New Jersey bishop rules 


Decision of Quinlans ‘morally correct’ 


PATERSON, N.J. (NC)— 
Bishop Lawrence B. Casey.of 
Paterson said that the deci- 
sion of Karen Quinlan’s 
parents to discontinue the 
treatment that has kept her 
alive ina coma since April 
“is, according to the teach- 
ing of the Cathlic Church, a 
morally correct decision.” 

In a statement issued Nov. 
3, a week after the close of a 
hearing in State Superior 
Court on the case of the 
21-year-old woman, the bish- 
op said the ‘“‘overriding 
issue’’ may be the need to 
distinguish between euthan- 
asia and the lack of obliga- 
tion to use extraordinary 
means of medical treatment. 

EARLIER a_ Vatican 
spokesman, Federico Ales- 
sandrini had said the Vatican 
would take no official stand 
on the morality of the issue, 
but added, “‘It is up to the 
local ecclésiastical jurisdic- 


tion to decide the merits of. 


such a case.”’ 

The local ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction is Paterson, 
where Bishop Casey made 
his statement.

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Cardinal Manning tells Catholic press 


Holiness and humility s

LOS ANGELES*‘‘The Catholic journalist 
must make an act of humility every time he 
sits before the typewriter,’’ Cardinal 
Timothy Manning said here addressing the 
Western Regional Convention of the 
Catholic Press Association. 


Hosted by The Tidings, Los Angeles 
archdiocesan newspaper, representatives 
from 10 diocesan publications, including the 
editorial staff of the Southern Cross, 
attended the meeting last week. 


“BECAUSE THE Catholic newspaper is 
the people’s ultimate security in the 
teaching of the Church,’’ Cardinal Manning 
said, ‘‘the Catholic journalist must work 
within the framework of the teaching 
authority of the Church. 


“‘He must have holiness as his first quality 
and that requires humility,’’ Cardinal 
Manning told more than 50 people at the 
convention banquet. 


He said that by its very nature 
communication is semi-religious because it 
shares uniquely in the divine word of God. 
“All communication, in some aspects, 
transmits the word of God,’’ the cardinal 
said. 


HE TOLD THE journalists: ‘‘You do not 
simply inform, you form the people of God, 
and you must do precisely that. You must 
uproot and destroy evil wherever you find it, 
plant and build up the truth.”’ 


Father Jeremy Harrington, OFM, editor 
of the St. Anthony Messenger magazine and 
CPA president, also addressed the conven- 


tion and said he had eight dreams for the 
Catholic Press in the U-S.: 


—‘‘that all papers and magazines become 
financially sound; 


—‘‘that all publications receive increased 
income to allow more adequate staffing for 
better coverage of news; 


—‘‘that publications adopt proper promo- 
tion techniques to get the good news of the 
Catholic press to a wider audience; 


—‘‘that every Catholic family in the U.S. 
subscribes to at least one Catholic 
publication; 

—‘‘that well-staffed diocesan newspapers 
try more seriously to serve the needs of 
every group within the Church; 


—‘‘that publications realize more fully a 
policy of complete information, openness 
and honesty; 


—‘‘that publications help readers come to 
a maturity enabling them to distinguish 
between matters of faith and theological 
speculation; 


—‘‘and that the Catholic press helps 
readers to respond to all men with love and 
to see the world through the eyes of faith.’’ 


In a previous address Father Harrington 
estimated that there are 13.3 million readers 
of diocesan newspapers and that, therefore, 
about 34 million Catholics do not read their 
diocesan paper. 


He also cited a Newsweek magazine 
survey of several years ago which found that 
54 per cent of the Catholic population spent 
no time reading Catholic publications.

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FURTHERMORE, he said, a list in 
Publishers’ Weekly of recent books that had 
sold more than 1 million copies by last 
January included no books from Catholic 
publishers. 


The reason Catholics do not read Catholic 
books, magazines and newspapers, Father 
Harrington said, is that ‘‘the Catholic press 
is largely taken for granted and promoting it 
is seen by clergy and laity not as their 
responsibility but someone else’s.”’ 


On the contrary, the priest contended, 
promoting Catholic reading is the responsi- 
bility of everyone. ‘‘The Catholic press is a 
vital communications link of the Body of 
Christ. Every member of that Body has to be 
concerned about good communication with 
his or her fellow members.”’ 


VERY FEW BISHOPS or priests are not in 
favor of the Catholic press, Father 
Harrington said, but a number of priests, 
‘“‘burdened by many demands,’’ see 
promoting it as someone else’s job. 


“I think the priest should see the Catholic 
press as the most efficient and economical 


way of continuing religious education for his 
parishioners,’’ he said. He added: ‘‘The 
alert priest uses his Sunday bulletin to call 
attention to worthwhile articles. He makes 
references to the Catholic press in his 
homilies and other instructions.’’ 


Father Harrington noted that sermon time 
is limited and that sermons must appeal to a 
group composed of varying’ age levels, while 
a parishioner can spend hours reading 
Catholic publications ‘‘and read about the 
topics of greatest concern to him at the depth 
he chooses.”’ 


FATHER HARRINGTON was also critical 
of parish councils that oppose spending 
money to promote Catholic reading and cut 
out expenditures for the diocesan news- 
paper. 

“One way of doing something to improve 
the poor circulation of the Catholic press is 
for each of us to become first of all readers 
and then promoters of Catholic reading,’’ 
Father Harrington said. ‘‘Telling someone 
else about a good article or book you have 
read and suggesting that he or she read it is 
one of the best means of promotion.” 
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imagine what it is doing to them.

With mobile clinic 


Good neighbor crusade brings 
medical aid to Tijuana’s poor 


The following article written by Oscar 
Villarreal appeared in Spanish in the ‘‘San 
Ysidro Register.’’ Photos and story are 
reprinted here in English and Spanish with 
permission. Villarreal is a member of Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel parish, San Ysidro.

SAN YSIDRO—Charity towards your 
neighbor, one of the most beautiful 
teachings of our Lord, is being carried out 
impressively by a handful of volunteers who 
are offering ‘their protective hands to the 
most poor and isolated areas in Tijuana. 


They are the messengers of love and of 
health who using their own resources are 
working to alleviate the critical situation of 
thousands of families across the border. 


Mrs. Jennie Murphy, who has been 
working with the poor in Tijuana for more 
than 25 years; Mary Grupp, an active 
member of MANO (Mexican American 
Neighbor Organization), and Tony Ralphs, 
a member of a prominent family from 
Beverly Hills, are the-key leaders. They have 
an enthusiastic group of young people, most 
of them from the ‘‘House of Glory,’’ a family 
community in Westminister, Calif. Many 
others have joined in their crusade. 


SOME TIME AGO, the Del Mar Union 
School District donated an old school bus to 
MANO, and Miss Grupp with the help of 
Ralphs, Bob Weaver, Bernie Noid, Kevin 
Graham and Tony Chiarle converted the 
vehicle into a mobile clinic which is now 
moved to Tijuana where along with the 
director of the Fundacion de San Vicente de 
Paul, nurse and midwife Mrs. Vicente 
Delgadillo, is being used to visit the almost 
inaccessible neighborhoods. 


Doctor Luis Gonzalez, a former student of 
St. Augustine High School in San Diego, and 
his sister, Maria Elena Gonzalez (a student

of medicine), form the medical team, who on 
the bus attend to children and adults living 
in these remote areas. They give clinical 
examinations, prescribe treatments and 
provide medications. 


In the bus they carry light medical 
equipment, medicine, clothing and food for 
the children. They visit the neighborhoods 
two or three times a week and usually spend 
three hours at each place attending an 
average of 35 patients. The most serious 
cases are referred to Mrs. Delgadillo’s 
medical dispensary. If the patient is not able 
to pay for the medical services, the 
treatment is free. 


THE MOST frequent cases, according to 
Dr. Gonzalez, are diarrhea and gastrointes- 
tinal paratosis in children, dehydration and 
results of malnutrition. 


They also have encountered serious 
illnesses. For example, a lady’s heart 
stopped beating, but after three hours of 
treatment with the limited resources they 
had on the bus, they saved her life. There 
was also a lady who was about to have a 
baby. Her husband ran desperately in the 
hills looking for help and found the medical 
team who went to her rescue in the bus and 
the birth was completely satisfactory. 


ALL THE YOUNG people help in 
whatever way they are able. Some take care 
of the bus, others distribute food and 
clothing to the very poor children, others 
teach them to pray and some entertain the 
children with guitar music and singing or do 
social work in the neighborhoods. 


One of the members of this outstanding 
group said enthusiastically, ‘‘Those of us 
who have no abilities in helping the doctor or 
the midwife in their work get together to 
pray with true devotion petitioning God to 
restore health to all these sick people...This 
has also been very helpful.’’

Jesuit seeks refugee village

OCEANSIDE—Jesuit Father Joseph Dey- 
lin has a vision, a Vietnamese village built on 
a deserted army post by and for refugees in 
this country, who, for one reason or another, 
“‘won’t make it in American society.”’ 

And now that the refugee center at Camp 
Pendleton Marine Base near here is closed, 
the last of the refugee tent cities struck, 
Father Devlin has time to pursue his vision 
full-time. 


FATHER DEVLIN served as a missionary 
in Vietnam for several years, fleeing the 
country with the last refugees to escape the 
encroaching communists. Since last April he 
has continued to serve them at Camp 
Pendleton. 

“More than 130,000 refugees have 
resettled here,’’ he said, ‘‘and are trying to 
make new lives for themselves in America. 
Many will make it, becoming solid citizens. 
But many won't. Because of age, an inability 
to master the language or a lack of skills, 
some refugees will not be able to start new 
lives.”’ 

For those refugees Father Devlin has a 
dream. He wants the government to donate 
an abandoned army post as a site for a 
Vietnamese village. In particular he has his 
eye on Fort Roberts near San Luis Obispo. 


HE HAS ALREADY attempted to secure 
the site, but with little success. ‘‘Every time 


I try to bring the idea to the government, I 
keep getting passed from secretary to 
secretary. I can never get to the officials who 
could make the decision.’’ 


But he is not discouraged. ‘‘I won’t give 
up. I’ll keep pestering the government until I 
get what I want. That’s how the communists 
work. No matter what or how long it takes to 
get what they want, they keep hammering 
away until they get it.”’ 


Now that Camp Pendleton is closed, 
Father Devlin will work from the Jesuit-run 
University of San Francisco. ‘‘And I'll be 
working on getting some. big names to 
support me in my efforts to get the 
government to give us Fort Roberts.’’ 


He is actively seeking moral, not financial, 
support from such people as Bing Crosby, 
John Wayne and Bob Hope. Future plans 
call for enlisting the aid of various 
governors. 


HE ENVISIONS a village of 5,000-10,000 
refugees. ‘‘And once we get the site, it may 
take five or 10 years to develop the village.’’ 


He likes Fort Roberts because it is in 
California and because it has several old 
barracks and buildings ‘‘that we could 
renovate.”’ 


Serving the Vietnamese people has 
become a way of life for the elderly Jesuit. 
“And I'll continue to do what I can for them 
for as long as I can.” 


Pastor's point of view 


Bell, book and wimple 


It is hoped that pastors and associate 
pastors may wish to write on a subject of 
their choice and in their own style.

Michael’s, Paradise Hills, is one which calls 
for a sense of humor.

The other day I was holding an 
open-ended dialog with Sister Gervasia. I 
figuratively dipped the tips on my 
intellectual toes to check the temperature, so 
to say, and broached the subject of women 
seeking to “‘complete their ministry’’ as the 
Leadership Conference of Women Religious 
so aptly put it not too long ago. 

Sister Gervasia (her real name is Mary of 
the Annunciation of the Forty Hours 
Devotion to the Blessed Sacrament) sur- 
prised me with her definitive views. 

“SURE I WOULD like to have women 
religious have a more participatory role in 
Church affairs,’ she beamed through 
gleaming spectacles. 

“Sister, I have been part of the 
institutional Church for many years. And I 
would not wish this calamity on my meanest 
enemy,”’ I replied. 

“How just like a male chauvinist priest,’’ 
she rejoined. ‘‘Sisters are good for city, 
state and federal government, but not for the 
Church! What a waste of good talent the 
Church is guilty of!’ I could feel the 
exclamation mark as it graphed itself in her 
voice. 


“BUT SISTER, clerical institutionalism is 
like no other. Just supposing by the wildest 
stretch of the you-know-what, well...for 
argument’s sake let us suppose that the time 
will come when women religious will be 
ordained priests. Do you think they would 
submit to the grueling years of being 
associate pastors in parishes, for example?”’ 

“I am sure women religious are ready to 
serve the Church in any capacity. So why 
not, may I ask, as associate or assistant 
pastors?”’ 

“To start with, not too many present-day 
pastors pride themselves in being outstand- 
ing in theology while too many Sisters are 


_ overly trained in.that field. Can you imagine 


the clash of evangelical interests, so to 
speak?”’ 

“IN THAT CASE,” Sister ‘Gervasia 
replied solemnly, ‘‘in all justice and 
fairness, these Sisters would be qualified to 
become pastors right away wouldn’t they?”’ 

1 gave her a puzzled look, aware of her 
logic yet uncomprehending her naivete. 

“Fat chance! It is a good number of 
being-led-by-the-hand years and fed-with-a- 
spoon process as second- or third-in-com- 
mand before any of the ‘awesome 
responsibilities of a pastor’ can be entrusted 
to anybody, even in the male-preserve sort 
of mentality prevalent today. Indeed, I know 
this for a fact that most dioceses have a 
policy of a 15-to 20-year ‘internship’ as 
assistant before priests graduate to pas- 
tors.”’ 


‘““We have waited for 2,000 years or so. 
What is 15-to-20 years more?”’ 


I definitely did not like the tone of voice. 


“WHAT I MEAN to say is...Take the 
example of this priest-friend of mine. He 
started out as a well-intentioned, humble 
newly-ordained priest, became an irritable 
schizo by his first assignment with a pastor 
who monitored his sermons, censored his 
phone-calls and reduced his priesthood to a 
phone-answering service. 


“‘A few ulcers, some breakdowns and many 
assignments later, when he was practically 
driven to drink, he was considered tested 
like gold in the furnace and qualified to 
become a pastor.’’ 


“YOU SEEM TO paint pastors as the 
Archie Bunkers of the Catholic Church. 
Maybe you do need a tender touch to soothe 
the savage breast in the priesthood. All we 
Sisters want,”’ she insisted, ‘‘is to be able to 
share the administration of the sacra- 
ments.’” 


I tried to be logical. ‘‘Remember the many 
missionary priests in the history of the 
Church—and today—who were ordained 
and yet had to hide their priestly identity and 
were unable to offer Mass or do anything 
besides social work or anonymous teaching. 
do you think. they lacked fulfillment?’’ 


I HAD TO PLAY my trump card.. It was 
now or never. ‘‘Do you think you Sisters can 
learn to. play. golf?’’ 

She looked surprised. ‘‘Well, if that is 
what it takes, I am sure Sisters will-be 
willing to learn. Why do you ask?” 


“| just wanted to cover possible 
eventualities. One word of advice: when you 
challenge the stronger sex, make sure you 
let them win.”’ 


“But that is sexism. Right out of the 
Middle Ages.”’ 


“IT IS ALSO good politics. And in the 


Church, as with many another body politic, 


you have to learn to play the game. So make 
sure in your feverish impatience you do not 
walk into something you will eternally 
regret.”’ 


“Listen,”’ Sister Gervasia enunciated her 
words as if the listening dolt would not 
comprehend, ‘‘all that we wom 
are asking for is a more representative voice 
in the decision-making process of the 
Church. After all we make up more than half 
of the membership. Don’t you think the U.S. 


bishops will grant us this much?”’ 


“Oh! Sure!‘‘ My turn to be sarcastic. ‘“‘] 
am sure that the bishops can use a lot of 
women religious at their next U.S. bishops’ 
conference, for instance. After all, see how 
much agenda-typing and speech-reporting 
has to be done.”’ 

SHE SURPRISED ME with her next 
statement. ‘‘Yes, maybe we should forget 
about ‘completing our ministry’ with the 
priesthood. Maybe we should aim at being 
bishops.”’ 


I stopped the conversation right there. I 


didn’t want her to raise her sights much

In WASHINGTON, Chile’s 
Justice Minister Miguel 
Schweitzer said his govern- 
ment “‘has nothing against’’ 
the ecumenical committee 
aiding political prisoners 
there, but objects to its 
hiring ‘‘recognized Marx- 
ists’’ for its staff. 


At a press conference he 
said also that there are 4,027 
political prisoners: 512 per- 
sons detained as dangerous 
under security laws, and 


1,398 others pending military — 


trial for political crimes. In 
addition, 2,117 are serving 
sentences given by military 
counts in Chile. 


Pope pledges help 
for Portuguese unity 


In VATICAN CITY, Pope 
Paul told Portuguese Presi- 
dent Francisco da Costa 
Gomes the Catholic Church 
in Portugal ‘‘is ready to give 
her own devoted collabora- 
tion’’ to his government’s 
attempts to achieve unity.’’ 

But the Pope declared that 
the Church would not yield 
“her privileges of freedom,”’ 
and specified that the Church 
must be free ‘‘to carry out 
her proper mission to an- 
nounce the gospel and to 
work for society.”’

by private schools’ 


In WASHINGTON, the 
provost of Notre Dame 
University said the nation’s 
private colleges and univers- 
ities are providing higher 
education to the public at 
much less cost to the 
government and taxpayers 
than state-supported institu- 
tions. 


Father James T. Burt- 
chaell argues that ‘‘a com- 
parison of price between 
independent and __ state 
schools is wrongly confused 
with a comparison of costs.”’ 
In independent schools, he 
says, the basic educational 
cost is carried by the school 
and its supporters. The only 
taxpayer outlay is for student 
aid provided by government 
sources.

Catholic official 
responds to 
network critic 


NEW YORK (NC)—The 
communication secretary of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference 
(USCC), repeating objections: 
to television’s new ‘‘family 
viewing’’ plan, responded to 
criticism by a CBS network 
official. 


Robert B. Beusse, who 
heads the USCC Communi- 
cation Department, sent an 
open letter to major media in 
response to a similar letter 
by John A. Schneider, pres- 
ident of the CBS Broadcast 
Group. 


SCHNEIDER had written 
that the family viewing plan 
has been ‘‘condemned by the 
vociferous advocates of two 
diametrically opposed points \ 
of view.”’ 


“One group, consisting 
largely of Hollywood televi- 
sion producers and perform- 
ers, has labeled family 
viewing as ‘censorship’. The 
opposite groups consist of 
self-appointed censors and 
critics who have declared 
family viewing to be mean- 
ingless,’’ Schneider wrote. 

Rejecting this description, 
Beusse noted that the USCC 
statement expressed firm 
commitment to ‘‘the prin- 
ciple of voluntary self-regula- 
tion for all- communications 
media.”’ 


HE SAID further that the 
statement urged that broad- 
cast self-regulation become 
‘“‘an open, accountable and 
cooperative process, involy- 
ing both broadcasters and 
the public they serve.’’ 


Beusse continued: ‘‘How- 
ever, in the opinion of the 
bishops, the domination of 
the broadcast industry by 
commercial interests is a 
core obstacle to effective 
self-regulation.”’ :
